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The Dutch Government has 
criticized South Africa for ar¬ 
resting and charging two 
Dutch women who organised 
an "ambush marketing" stunt 
at a World Cup match. 

The incident involved 36 
women who were dressed in 
short orange dresses at the 
Netherlands vs Denmark 
game, apparently to promote 
Dutch beer. 

Police have questioned the 
two organisers, Mirte Nieuw- 
poort and Barbara Castelein, 
on suspicion of conducting 
"unlawful commercial acti¬ 
vities." 

"It is outrageous that the 
two women have a jail term 
hanging over their heads for 
wearing orange dresses in a 
football stadium," Dutch Fo¬ 
reign Minister Maxime Verha- 
gen said. 

"If South Africa or FIFA 
wants to take a company to 
task for an illegal marketing 
action, they should start judi¬ 
cial procedures against the 
company and not against ordi¬ 
nary citizens walking around 
in orange dresses." 

The two women will face 
Johannesburg Magistrates 
Court later today, charged with 
offences under the Contraven¬ 
tion of the Merchandise Marks 


Act and two sections of the 
Special Measures Regulations. 

Colonel Vishnu Naidoo, 
spokesman for South African 
police, said: "In layman's terms, 
they are charged with commit¬ 
ting Ambush Marketing." 

Colonel Naidoo denied the 
charges followed mounting 
pressure from the world soccer 
body FIFA. The incident was 
"criminal" under South 
Africa's various merchandising 
laws, he said. 

The charges came after for¬ 
mer Jamaican international 
soccer pundit Robbie Earle 
was fired from his job with UK 
broadcaster ITV for abusing 
his ticket allowance to give the 
group of blondes access to the 
game. 

FIFA said the women were 
"used by a large Dutch bre¬ 
wery as an instrument for an

ambush marketing campaign", 
although the dresses had only 
a small tag with the beer's 
brand on them. 

The orange dresses they 
wore were sold with Bavaria 
Beer packs in the Netherlands 
in the run-up to the World Cup. 

The Dutch embassy in Pre¬ 
toria had asked South African 
authorities "about the grounds 
on which our citizens were 
held", Dutch foreign ministry 
spokesman Aad Meijer said. 

"We are not aware of any 
South African legislation that 
allows people to be detained 
for wearing an orange dress." 

Budweiser, an official spon¬ 
sor, is the only beer company 
allowed to advertise within the 
stadiums. FIFA fiercely pro¬ 
tects its marketing interests, 
which are a major cash spinner 
for the organisation.

BP agrees to $20 billion fund for 
spill claims 


Kyrgyz: city still tense 
after ethnic fighting 


WASHINGTON - BP Pic yes¬ 
terday agreed to a demand by 
U.S. President Barack Obama 
to pay $20 billion into a special 
fund to handle claims from its 
huge Gulf of Mexico oil spill 
and said it was suspending 
payment of dividends this year. 

Obama announced the deal 
on the special fund after White 
House officials held four-hour 
talks with BP executives on the 
58-day-old oil spill crisis. He 
said the money would go to¬ 
ward making the Gulf Coast 
"whole again." 

Obama, who has been criti¬ 
cized by some for not being 
tough enough on BP, de¬ 
manded in yesterday’s White 
House meeting that it set aside 
money in an independently ad¬ 
ministered fund to pay for 
claims arising from the worst 
oil spill in U.S. history. 

An April 20 explosion on 
an offshore rig owned by the 
British energy giant killed 11 
workers and ruptured a deep- 
sea well. The ensuing spill has 
fouled 120 miles of U.S. coast¬ 
line, imperiled multibillion- 
dollar fishing and tourism 
industries and killed birds, sea 
turtles and dolphins. 

In a conciliatory statement 
outside the White House, BP 


chairman Carl-Henric Svan- 
berg apologized to the Ameri¬ 
can people on behalf of BP. "I 
do thank you for the patience 
that you have during this diffi¬ 
cult time," he said. 

Svanberg said BP’s board 
had agreed not to pay divi¬ 
dends this year and promised 
to make sure damage claims 
were handled swiftly and 
fairly. 

Obama had called for a spe¬ 
cial third-party administered 
fund after hearing first-hand 
complaints from Gulf coast res¬ 
idents that BP's claims process 
was too long and complicated 
and that the company was pay¬ 
ing out too little money. 

He stressed, however, that it 
did not put a cap on BP's liabil¬ 
ities for the disaster. 


DRAGUIGNAN, France - 
Flash floods caused by torren¬ 
tial rain killed 19 people and 
left seven missing near 
France's Mediterranean coast, 
an official said yesterday, after 
the worst downpours the re¬ 
gion has seen since 1827. 

More than 350 mm (14 
inches) of rain fell on the Var 


"We will continue to hold 
BP and all other responsible 
parties accountable," he said at 
the White House. 

Obama said BP had also 
agreed to set aside $100 mil¬ 
lion for workers who had lost 
jobs because of a six-month 
moratorium his administration 
imposed on deepwater drilling 
after the spill. 

"BP is a strong and viable 
company, and it is in all of our 
interests that it remain so," 
Obama said. 

BP's shares gyrated in 
volatile New York trading, 
dropping as much as 5 percent 
in the morning before swing¬ 
ing back to punch into positive 
territory after news of the 
agreement on the fund, known 
as an escrow account. 


department in southern France 
in a few hours on Tuesday. 

The sub-prefect for the re¬ 
gion said 19 people had died 
and seven others were missing. 

More than 1,000 people 
found refuge in schools and 
other buildings after their 
homes were swamped. Heli¬ 
copters flew over 450 rescue 
missions and some 100,000 
households were without elec¬ 
tricity. 

"Draguignan was the worst- 
hit town, with hundreds of ve¬ 
hicles swept away and several 
neighborhoods under water," 
the local prefect Hugues Parant 
said. 

Interior Minister Brice 
Hortefeux said about 10 peo¬ 
ple were missing and he feared 
the death toll could rise. 

Television pictures showed 
scores of stranded people 
packed on the raised terrace of 
a holiday camp, with surroun¬ 
ding land and low-lying build¬ 
ings submerged under muddy 
water. 

Locals said people were 
surprised by the speed at which 
the waters rose, turning streets 
into torrents and carrying away 
cars as if they were toys. 


OSH, Kyrgyzstan - Kyrgyz 
troops patrolled the bumed-out 
streets of the southern city of 
Osh yesterday to maintain a 
fragile peace between ethnic 
groups after days of fighting 
that forced tens of thousands to 
flee. 

Mainly Muslim Kyrgyzstan 
has been on edge since a revolt 
in April toppled the president 
and brought an interim govern¬ 
ment to power in the impover¬ 
ished Central Asian state, 
which hosts U.S. and Russian 
military bases. 

Clashes between its main 
ethnic groups, Uzbeks and 
Kyrgyz, erupted in the south 
on June 10 and escalated into 
the deadliest violence in the 
former Soviet republic in 20 
years. 

At least 187 people have 
been killed and nearly 2,000 
wounded, mainly in Osh, a 
low-rise city of mud-brick 
houses and crumbling Soviet- 
era architecture near the Uzbek 
border. 

Russia and the West fear the 
violence could produce a va¬ 
cuum and the country might 
then provide safe haven to Is¬ 
lamic militants and organized 
crime gangs. Analysts say any 
attempt to impose Islamic rule 
would likely fail. 

The violence has subsided 
in past days but a constitu¬ 
tional referendum expected 
next week may reignite ten¬ 
sions. 

Lined with blackened shells 
of cars and torched shops, Osh 
appeared devoid of pedestri¬ 
ans. Troops patrolled the area 
in armored personnel carriers. 

A Kyrgyz soldier at one 
checkpoint, asked to assess the 
security situation, said: 
"Everything is relative." 

The International Crisis 
Group urged the interim go¬ 
vernment to request the assis¬ 
tance of the international 
community, through the United 
Nations Security Council, to 
ensure the protection of its pop¬ 
ulation from further violence. 

The interim government 
has appealed to Russia to send 


in troops to quell the violence. 
When Kyrgyz and Uzbeks 
clashed in 1990, before the 
collapse of the Soviet Union, 
then-Kremlin leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev sent in troops to 
stop the killing. 

Russia has said it does not 
plan to send peacekeeping 
troops outside the framework 
of the Collective Security 
Treaty Organization (CSTO), a 
Moscow-led security grouping 
of ex-Soviet republics. 

In the Kyrgyz capital Bish¬ 
kek, divided from the troubled 
south by mountains, flags flew 
at half-mast in honor of those 
who died in the ethnic killings. 

Uzbeks and Kyrgyz have 
blamed the attacks on each 
other. The office of U.N. High 
Commissioner for Human 
Rights Navi Pillay has said the 
attacks appear to have begun 
with five coordinated attacks 
that then took on an inter-eth¬ 
nic character. 

The new government has 
accused deposed president 
Kurmanbek Bakiyev, an ethnic 
Kyrgyz, of instigating the vio¬ 
lence. Bakiyev, in exile in Be¬ 
larus, has denied any involve¬ 
ment. 

The government says it is 
determined to hold the referen¬ 
dum on June 27 to vote on 
constitutional changes it says 
will make Kyrgyzstan more 
democratic. But if violence 
flares again, the vote will be

As this wave continues to 
move to the west-northwest at 
around 15 mph, it is headed for 
some pretty strong wind shear. 
That means the winds will help 
to tear this system apart. 

The National Hurricane 
Center has now taken the 
chance of development down 
to just 10% for this one. 

There is the possibility that 
moisture left over from this 
system could help to bring 
wetter weather our way next 
week, but it wouldn't be any 
kind of organized tropical sys¬ 
tem.

TORONTO, Canada — Most 
Canadians are ready to cut 
their ties to the British 
monarchy, a poll released 
yesterday indicates. 

An Ipsos Reid poll con¬ 
ducted for Canada.com re¬ 
veals two-thirds of Canadians 
agree the royal family should 
not have a formal role in 
Canadian society, Canwest 
News Service reported. Peo¬ 
ple in Quebec are least likely 
to support the monarchy, with 
only 20 percent saying the 
monarchy should continue 
beyond Queen Elizabeth's 
reign. 

That's not to say Canadi¬ 
ans don't like the queen, who 
is to visit the country this 
month. The poll shows more 
than seven in 10 Canadians 
said they thought she's doing 
a goodjob. 

Matthew Rowe, a 
spokesman for the Monar¬ 
chist League of Canada, says 
Canadians are "woefully mis¬ 


informed" about the nation's 
institutions, Canwest said. 

"Canada has always been 
a monarchy," Rowe said. "It's 
part of who we are as a na¬ 
tion. We didn't spring from 
the Earth fully formed. We're 
part of an institution." 

Canada is a constitutional 
monarchy, which provides 
only limited powers to the 
royal family. Eliminating the 
monarchy would be difficult, 
Rowe said. 

"This would be something 


on a scale unheard of," he 
said. "It would be completely 
rethinking the basis of our 
legal system, the basis of our 
government structures. It 
would be a fundamental shift. 
And I don’t think there's an 
appetite in Canada for that 
kind of shift in constitutional 
discussion." 

The poll of 1,017 adults, 
conducted June 10-14, has a 
margin of error of 3.1 per¬ 
centage points.

Wow! Jets punch holes 
in clouds and create rain 



LOS ANGELES - You won’t 
need special glasses to play 
games in 3-D on Nintendo's 
newest handheld device, but 
don’t expect the technology 
to hit big-screen TVs anytime 
soon. 

The 3DS, as the Japanese 
video game maker's upcom¬ 
ing gadget is called, uses a 
technology that's specially 
suited to a handheld device. 
It's a "parallax barrier" LCD 
screen, whose pixels are 
aligned so your left and right 
eyes see different portions of 
the image. 

It's as if two sets of thin 
blinds were laid over the 
screen so each eye sees its 
own version. Combined in the 
brain, the two versions be¬ 
come a 3-D image, explained 
Satoru Iwata, president and 
CEO of Nintendo Co. 

Nintendo showed off the 
3DS along with a broad 
swath of upcoming video

Aircraft can accidentally 
punch holes in clouds, leav¬ 
ing a trail of snow or rain in 
their wake, a new study finds. 

Turboprop and jet aircraft 
that climb or descend under 
certain atmospheric condi¬ 
tions can inadvertently trig¬ 
ger what's known as cloud 
seeding. This technology is 
usually associated with 
schemes to control the 
weather. However, cloud 
seeding can happen by acci¬ 
dent as planes soaring 
through mid-level clouds 
leave behind odd-shaped 
holes or channels in the 
clouds and cause narrow 
bands of snow or rain to de¬ 
velop and fall to the ground. 

Holes punched in clouds 
are a phenomenon that has 
been recognized for many 
years and seen in photos from 
around the world. A front¬ 
page feature on Yahoo! car¬ 
ried the headline "A Halo 
over Moscow" after photos 
emerged of just such a hole in 
October 2009. 

The secret behind these 
mysterious clouds has now 
been revealed: Supercooled 
water droplets that remain 
liquid even at subfreezing 
temperatures - below about 5 
degrees Fahrenheit (minus 15 
degrees Celsius). When an 
airplane cuts through clouds 
containing the supercooled 
water droplets, air is cooled 
behind aircraft propellers or 
over jet wings, and these 
water droplets freeze and 
drop toward Earth. 

"Any time aircraft fly 
through these specific condi¬ 
tions, they are altering the 
clouds in a way that can re¬ 
sult in enhanced precipitation 
nearby," said study co-author 
Andrew Heymsfield of the 
National Center for Atmos¬ 
pheric Research (NCAR) in 
Boulder, Colo. 


Hole-punched clouds and 
accidental cloud seeding may 
be more common in regions 
such as the Pacific Northwest 
and western Europe where 
cloud layers with super¬ 
cooled droplets are more 
common, Heymsfield said. 

Speculation on the how 
the cloud holes formed dates 
back to the 1940s. Aviation- 
related hypotheses ranged 
from acoustic shock waves 
produced by jets, to local 
warming of the air along a 
jet's path, to the formation of 
ice along jet contrails. 

To unravel the mystery, 
Heymsfield and his col¬ 
leagues set to the skies with a 
battery of instruments in tow. 
When they flew through 
some falling snow west of 
Denver International Airport 
in 2007, the research team 
did not notice anything un¬ 
usual at the time. Once on the 
ground, a closer analysis of 
their data revealed a few pe¬ 
culiar anomalies. 

Ground-based radar re¬ 
vealed an unusual echo in the 
area, indicating that the snow 
had evolved quickly and was 
unusually shaped. Also, the 
aircraft's camera recorded a 
hole in an otherwise solid 
deck of altocumulus clouds, 
as well as a burst of snow ex¬ 
tending to the ground. 

The final piece of the puz¬ 
zle came when the re¬ 
searchers scrutinized the 
snowflakes within the snow 
beneath the hole-punch. 
These plate-shaped crystals 
showed evidence of what's 
known as riming - the accu¬ 
mulation of liquid water - 
whereas ice particles else¬ 
where in the cloud showed 
little or no riming." This tells 
us that the aircraft literally 
'seeded' the cloud just by fly¬ 
ing through it," Heymsfield 
said. 


SF Tentatively Approves Cell-Phone Radiation Law 


The city of San Francisco 
has tentatively approved a 
law that would require ven¬ 
dors of cell phones to post 
how much radiation they 
emit. 

Last week, the Board of 
Supervisors voted to delay a 
vote by one week to con¬ 
sider legal liability issues. 
But on Tuesday night the 
board voted 10-1 to approve 
the measure. 

If signed into law by 
Mayor Gavin Newsom, the 
law would require retailers 
to display the "Specific Ab¬ 
sorption Rate," an FCC- 
mandated specification, 
next to the phones. Failure 
to comply would result in 
fines of between $100 to 
$300. 



However, Supervisor 
Michela Alioto-Pier proposed 
two amendments which 
would lessen the law's re¬ 


strictions slightly. 

"First, I would like the 
amendments — to include 
and express provision that 
is our intent only to enforce 
the law through the admin¬ 
istrative process outline, 
ensuring that retailers are 
not liable for criminal 
penalties," Alioto-Pier said, 
according to a transcript of 
the hearing. "Secondly, 
codifies [sic] into the envi¬ 
ronmental code to make 
sure that the city is not as¬ 
suming liability. The 
amendments are technical 
and minor, they address the 
legitimate concerns of 
some small businesses." 

Naturally, the cell-phone 
industry has lobbied against 
the plan. 


Thailand sets up unit to tackle 
websites insulting royals 
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FDA: ’Female Viagra” falls short 



WASHINGTON - The first 
pill designed to boost the fe¬ 
male sex drive failed to make 
a significant impact on libido 
in two studies, federal health 
regulators said, though some 
women did report slightly 
more sexually satisfying ex¬ 
periences. 

The Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration is considering 
Boehringer Ingelheinfs drug 
flibanserin for pre¬ 
menopausal women who re¬ 
port a lack of sexual desire, a 
market that drugmakers have 
been targeting for more than 
a decade since the block¬ 
buster success of Viagra in 
men. 

The search for so-called 
’’female Viagra,” has proved 


elusive though, with many 
drugs abandoned after show¬ 
ing lackluster results. 

On Friday the FDA will 
ask a panel of experts to 
weigh in on the safety and ef¬ 
fectiveness of Boehringer’s 
drug. The agency is not re¬ 
quired to follow the group's 
advice, though it often does. 

In its review posted online 
Wednesday, FDA said two 
Boehringer studies failed to 
show a significant increase in 
sexual desire, as recorded by 
women in a daily journal. 
Women taking the drug re¬ 
ported slightly more sexually 
satisfying experiences, but 
FDA said that was not the 
primary measure of the study. 

’’The division wanted to 


see that an effect of treatment 
is an overall increase in sex¬ 
ual desire regardless of 
whether a sexual event oc¬ 
curred or not,” states the FDA 
review. 

The FDA also noted in¬ 
creased side effects like de¬ 
pression, fainting and 
dizziness seen among women 
taking the pink pill. 

The drug, which is related 
to the antidepressant family, 
affects serotonin and several 
other brain chemicals, though 
it's not clear how that in¬ 
creases sex drive. 

”We don't know specifi¬ 
cally what the exact mecha¬ 
nism of action is but we 
believe it acts on brain chem¬ 
icals that have a role in 
human sexual response,” said 
Dr. Peter Piliero, executive 
director for Boehringer's U.S. 
medical affairs. 

Since the launch of Viagra 
in 1998, more than two dozen 
experimental therapies have 
been studied for so-called 
"female sexual dysfunction,” 
a market which some ana¬ 
lysts estimate at $2 billion. 

Dr. Elizabeth Kavaler, a 
urologist at Lenox Hill Hos¬ 
pital in New York, says 


arousal in women is so com¬ 
plicated that it may be unre¬ 
alistic to expect a pill to 
completely address sexual 
problems. 

"It's a fairly complicated 
area, unlike in men’s sexual 
dysfunction where there's a 
major mechanical concern," 
said Kavaler. ”In women 
there's no mechanical con¬ 
cern, so if she's not having a 
successful sex life, where is 
the problem?” 

Pharmaceutical approa¬ 
ches to boosting female sex¬ 
ual libido have evolved over 
time. Initially, most treat¬ 
ments aimed to increase 
blood flow to the genitals, 
similar to Viagra. A second 
wave of would-be block¬ 
busters focused on boosting 
hormones, including testos¬ 
terone, which is linked to 
sexual interest. Flibanserin is 
the first drug to approach the 
problem through brain chem¬ 
istry. 

The FDA has approved an 
unusual handheld vacuum 
device that increases blood 
flow to the clitoris to increase 
sexual arousal. But all drug 
therapies have fallen short so 
far. 


In 2004, Pfizer halted its 
study of Viagra in women 
due to inconclusive results. 
Later that year an FDA panel 
rejected Procter & Gamble's 
testosterone patch Intrinsa, 
due to risks of heart disease 
and cancer. Smaller compa¬ 
nies are currently developing 
creams and nasal sprays to 
increase female libido. 

BioSante Pharmaceuticals 
Inc. expects to submit its 
testosterone gel LibiGel for 
FDA approval next year. 

Medical surveys have es¬ 
timated more than 40 percent 
of women suffer from some 
form of sexual dysfunction; 
Boehringer estimates as 
many as one in 10 women 
could be helped by its drug. 

Boehringer tried to zero in 
on the chemical aspect of 
sexual dysfunction by only 
testing its drug on pre¬ 
menopausal women who 
were in stable relationships 
and not taking other medica¬ 
tions. Despite wanting to 
have a sexual relationship, 
the women enrolled in com¬ 
pany studies reported a per¬ 
sistent lack of desire that 
caused them "distress or in¬ 
terpersonal difficulty.”

France, Spain set reforms amid euro 


zone pressure 


MADRID/PARIS - Spain and 
France announced politically 
unpopular labor and pension 
reforms yesterday in the face 
of unrelenting financial market 
pressure on euro zone states to 
clean up their finances. 

On the eve of a European 
Union summit that is expected 
to approve tougher fiscal rules 
to prevent a repeat of the 
Greek debt crisis, the Euro¬ 
pean Commission and the IMF 
were forced to deny a new re¬ 
port that Spain is on the brink 
of seeking a financial help. 

The risk premium investors 
demand to hold Spanish debt 
rather than benchmark German 
bonds rose to a euro lifetime 
high of 223 basis points due to 
bailout rumors ahead of a 


closely watched Spanish bond 
auction today. 

After two German media 
reports in the last week that 
Madrid could seek help, Spa¬ 
nish business daily El Econo- 
mista said yesterday that the 
United States, the EU and the 
International Monetary Fund 
were preparing a 250 billion 
euro ($308.6 billion) credit 
line for Spain, eliciting more 
denials all round. 

French and German offi¬ 
cials said Spain's fiscal prob¬ 
lems were not on the agenda of 
today's one-day EU summit on 
fiscal and economic reforms. 

"We don't see any specific 
reason today to be worried 
about Spain and there is no 
Spanish issue on the agenda of 


the Council," a source in 
French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy's office said. 

The cabinet in Madrid ap¬ 
proved a decree to overhaul 
rigid hire-and-fire laws aimed 
at restoring economic compe¬ 
titiveness, while France an¬ 
nounced plans to raise the 
retirement age to 62 from 60 
and hike taxes on the rich to 
balance strained pension ac¬ 
counts by 2018. 

Both are the sort of struc¬ 
tural reforms recommended by 
the European Commission and 
economists to adapt European 
economies to global competi¬ 
tion and an aging population, 
and make public finances more 
sustainable. 


U.S. double-dip recession very unlikely 
say economists 


WASHINGTON - The U.S. 
economy is slowly healing and 
will avoid a relapse into reces¬ 
sion, the American Bankers 
Association's economic advi¬ 
sory committee said yesterday. 

The committee, which in¬ 
cludes the chief economists 
from many of the biggest U.S. 
banks, said Europe's sovereign 
debt turmoil would inflict min¬ 
imal damage on the U.S. econ¬ 
omy, aside from trimming 
exports. 

On average, the economists 
pegged real economic growth 
at 3.2 percent in 2010 and 3.0 


Although that growth rate is 
not robust enough to repair the 
ailing labor market, the com¬ 
mittee unanimously agreed 
that a double-dip recession was 
very unlikely. 

"The economy is moving 
ahead in a lengthy rehab pro¬ 
cess and will eventually return 
to full health and strength," 
said Stuart Hoffman, chief 
economist with PNC Financial 
Services Group and the ABA 
committee's chairman. 

The economists expected 
2.2 million new jobs in 2010, 
and 2.5 million in 2011. How¬ 


ever, that will replace only 
about half of the total jobs lost 
during the recession. 

They predicted that unem¬ 
ployment would come down 
only gradually, dropping to 8.5 
percent by the end of next year. 
It currently stands at 9.7 percent. 

High unemployment and 
low inflation will keep the 
Federal Reserve's interest rate 
near zero through the end of 
the year, they said. By June 
2011, the economists thought 
the benchmark fed funds rate 
would reach 1 percent, still 
historically low. 


Euro falls as sSpain aid report redirects 


focus to debt crisis 


The euro tumbled the most in 
more than a week against the 
dollar after a Spanish newspa¬ 
per said the nation may get an 
emergency credit line, renew¬ 
ing concern that the debt crisis 
in the euro region is spreading. 

The common currency also 
fell against the yen after El 
Economista reported that the 
International Monetary Fund, 
the European Union and the 
U.S. Treasury are putting to¬ 


gether a credit line of as much 
as 250 billion euros ($307 bil¬ 
lion) for Spain. The report was 
denied by the EU and the Span¬ 
ish government. The euro also 
declined after it failed to stay 
above $1,235, a level important 
to maintain the currency’s re¬ 
cent upward momen- turn, ac¬ 
cording to BNP Paribas SA. 

“Focus is back on Spain 
after a couple of days of news 
about global growth,” said 


Arne Lohmann Rasmussen, 
chief currency analyst with 
Danske Bank A/S in Copen¬ 
hagen. “Most of the euro’s re¬ 
cent gains came from short 
covering, and the move up is 
petering out.” 

The euro dropped 0.4 per¬ 
cent to $1.2284 as of 9:01 a.m. 
in London, the biggest daily 
decline since June 4 based on 
closing prices. It fell 0.2 per¬ 
cent to 112.5 yen. 


U.S. crude oil supplies rise in week 


WASHINGTON - U.S. crude 
oil inventories rose by 1.7 mil¬ 
lion barrels in the week ending 
June 11, the U.S. Energy Infor¬ 
mation Administration said 
yesterday. 

The agency said crude in¬ 
ventories increased to 363.1 
million barrels during the week 
with supplies remaining above 
the upper limit of the average 
range for this time of year. 


Gasoline inventories for the 
week fell by 600,000 barrels to 
218.4 million barrels. Stock¬ 
piles of gasoline are also above 
the upper limit of the average 
range. 

Supplies of distillate fuels, 
which include heating oil, rose 
by 1.8 million barrels to 154.8 
million barrels. 

Inventories of finished 
gasoline rose, while gasoline 


blending components fell dur¬ 
ing the week, the energy 
agency reported. 

Using a four-week rolling 
average, demand for motor 
gasoline, averaging 9.2 million 
barrels per day, fell 0.7 percent 
from a year ago, while demand 
for distillate fuel, at 4 million 
barrels per day, is up 12.5 per¬ 
cent from a year ago.

CAPE TOWN, South Africa - 
Neil van Schalkwyk says he 
has the answer to the droning 
noise that many fans and play¬ 
ers say is mining the World 
Cup: A quieter vuvuzela. 

The Cape Town business¬ 
man has produced vuvuzelas, 
in the colors of every World 
Cup team, with a redesigned 
mouthpiece that reduces the 
tuneless horn's sound output 
from a deafening 134 decibels 
to a more manageable 121 
decibels, and says he was de¬ 
lighted by a decision not to ban 
the popular plastic horns. 

Mr. Van Schalkwyk says 
pressure to ban them was an 
affront to South African foot¬ 
ball culture and sent the wrong 
message to domestic fans. 

His company Masincedane 
Sport is making 2.5 million vu¬ 
vuzelas this year. He worked on 
the new design with a German 
company after criticism from 
foreign teams and coaches at 
last year’s Confederations Cup. 
"We think this quieter version 
will be a hit among fans," says 
van Schalkwyk. 

But the vuvuzela contro¬ 
versy only seems to be grow¬ 
ing louder. Even 121 decibels 
is still louder than the average 


loud rock concert, and sus¬ 
tained exposure may result in 
hearing loss. At a World Cup 
match, with thousands of vu¬ 
vuzelas blowing extra hard, the 
sound may rise above 140 
decibels, which is on par with 
a gun blast and enough to 
cause damage even from short 
exposure, according to a study 
by the South African Associa¬ 
tion for Audiologists. 

Television audiences 
around the world have com¬ 
plained about the din from the 
horn, which critics liken to a 
herd of trampling elephants or 
swarms of bees. 

Spain’s Xabi Alonso, Dutch 
coach Bert van Marwijk, and 
the Japanese football team 
have all previously complained 
that the sound makes commu¬ 
nication on the pitch impossi¬ 
ble - a complaint echoed by 
Portugal’s Cristiano Ronaldo 
and Argentina’s Lionel Messi 
during this World Cup. 

“I know Ronaldo has said it 
makes it difficult on the pitch 
but it didn’t seem to hurt the 
Germans who looked inspired 
against Australia. I think for¬ 
eign people will grow to love 
the vuvuzela as much as we 
do,” says van Schalkwyk. 


JOHANNESBURG, South 
Africa (AP) - Shakira danced 
with school children in 
Soweto. Juanes debuted a sin¬ 
gle. Akon launched a clothing 
line. 

And even a few celebrities 
with more than one name 
showed up for the World Cup. 

The tournament that kicked 
off in Johannesburg on June 
11, being held for the first time 
in Africa, is the biggest event 
on the calendar of the world's 
most popular sport. It has 
drawn hundreds of thousands 
to South Africa and attracted 
an even bigger television audi¬ 
ence. If you were in the busi¬ 
ness of being famous, would 
you miss it? 

Some celebrities came to 
work. The main events were an 
opening ceremony June 11 
with American singer R. Kelly, 
and a June 10 concert featuring 
Shakira, the Black Eyed Peas 
and Alicia Keys. That was the 
night Colombian rocker 
Juanes, in a multicolored 
warm-up jacket, debuted his 
newest single, "Yerbatero." 

Fellow Colombian Shakira 
was among the stars who com¬ 
bined work with philanthropy. 
She spent hours at a school in 
the famous Johannesburg 
township of Soweto, where she 
traded some dance steps with 
students and spoke with them 
about the importance of educa¬ 
tion. 

"I wish that every kid in the 
world has a happy childhood 
and access to a good educa¬ 
tion," she said. 

Schoolgirls in red and black 
printed dresses showed off 
Zulu steps, and a local dance 
troupe demonstrated gumboot 
dancing, which originated 
among South African miners. 
Shakira reciprocated with a 
few steps in the dance that ac¬ 
companies "Waka Waka — 
This Time for Africa," the offi¬ 
cial song of the World Cup. 

Shakira told reporters the 
World Cup is "an enormous 
opportunity in which the world 
comes together to bring to light 
themes like education." 

Hours before appearing 
with Shakira on stage at the 
World Cup concert, Keys held 
a news conference to promote 
her foundation, which provides 
AIDS treatment to children. 

Singer Akon attended the 
opening game, and also is 
using the World Cup opportu¬ 
nity to promote a charity, his 
Konfidence Foundation, which 
supports education, sports and 
health projects in his native 
Senegal. Akon is launching a 
line of clothing inspired by 
football team uniforms and 
sporting the slogan "made in 
Africa, made me beautiful." 
Some proceeds of sales of the 
shirts, tracksuit jackets and 


shorts will go to Konfidence. 

John Travolta and wife 
Kelly Preston visited a charity 
run by one of South Africa's 
best known children's advo¬ 
cates — Nelson Mandela. The 
Hollywood couple handed 
over a check for 70,000 rand 
(about $10,000) at the head¬ 
quarters of the Nelson Man¬ 
dela Children's Fund, where 
children treated them to a drum 
concert. 

South Africa's first black 
president set up the fund to 
provide a variety of services 
for children, including support 
for street children and the chil¬ 
dren of refugees. In a recorded 


message played for Travolta 
during his June 12 visit, Man¬ 
dela urged people to protect 
society's "most valued asset, its 
children." Travolta on Satur¬ 
day urged other stars to use 
their status to contribute to 
Mandela's legacy. 

The Black Eyed Peas were 
able to meet with South 
Africa's first black president, 
before Mandela went into 
seclusion following the June 
11 death in a car crash of his 
13-year-old great granddaugh¬ 
ter. The Black Eyed Peas said 
they were moved to see so 
many nations coming together 
to celebrate football. 
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Lakers rout Celtics, force Game 
7 in NBA finals

Perkins out for Game 7 



LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
trophy, the champagne, the 
hats, the T-shirts. Even Bill 
Russell and Kevin McHale. 
Everything was in place at 
Staples Center for the Boston 
Celtics to wrap up their 18th 
NBA championship. 

And then the Lakers 
shoved everything back in its 
boxes and sent all the Celtics 
in sight back to their hotels 
for two more days. 

With an emphatic, historic 
blowout win in Game 6 Tues¬ 
day night, Los Angeles 
earned the right to host the 
grand finale to both the NBA 
season and this scintillating 
chapter in the league's most 
glamorous rivalry. 

Kobe Bryant scored 26 
points, Pau Gasol added 17 
points and 13 rebounds, and 
the Lakers held Boston to the 
second lowest-scoring per¬ 
formance in NBA finals his¬ 
tory in an 89-67 victory, 
setting up a winner-take-all 
Game 7 on Thursday. 

Faced with elimination for 
the first time in this postsea¬ 
son, the defending champion 
Lakers didn't flinch. Just look 
at Bryant, who still hasn't 
cracked a smile during the 
quest for his fifth title — the 
same number as Magic John¬ 
son, and one behind Michael 


Jordan. 

"We're used to being in 
must-win situations," Bryant 
said. "The way we look at it, 
(Game 7) is just a game 
we've got to win. ... I don’t 
mean to be a buzzkill. I know 
what's at stake, but I’m not 
tripping." 

He left that to the Celtics, 
who fell all over themselves 
after falling behind by 22 
points in the first half. Boston 
memorably eliminated the 
Lakers in the sixth game of 
the 2008 finals with a 39- 
point blowout — but this 
time around, the Celtics lost 
their series lead and their 
starting center in one disas¬ 
trous Game 6. 

"We didn't get in any 
rhythm early, and it affects 
our chemistry," said Ray 
Allen, who scored 19 points. 
"We each tried to make the 
home run play early. As a 
starting unit, we take respon¬ 
sibility. We have to do a bet¬ 
ter job next game." 

Ron Artest added 15 
points for the Lakers, who 
got their backs off the wall 
with a dazzling first half and 
a strong finish built around 
defense that held Boston to 
33 percent shooting. Only 
Utah's infamous 54-point 
performance against Chicago 


in 1998 was worse. 

Bryant grabbed 11 re¬ 
bounds, and Gasol led the 
Lakers with nine assists in a 
remarkable bounce-back 
game for Los Angeles, which 
dominated from the opening 
minutes by vacuuming up re¬ 
bounds — 13 more than 
Boston — and playing relent¬ 
less defense. 

"I was very happy," 
Bryant said after the defend¬ 
ing champions stretched the 
finals to the limit for the first 
time since 2005. "We did a 
great job defensively. We 
kept them out of the middle, 
kept them out of the paint, 
did a good job on the boards. 
It was a solid effort by us." 

These rivals have played a 
Game 7 four times in their 11 
previous finals meetings, 
with Boston winning all four. 
But it hasn't happened since 
1984 — and it hasn't hap¬ 
pened to Bryant, who looks 
determined to stake a spot 
among the NBA's highest cir¬ 
cle of greats. 

But while Bryant was a 
one-man band for much of the 
Lakers' three-game stay in 
Boston, Los Angeles was a 
symphony in Game 6. Gasol 
was a constant low-post pres¬ 
ence and playmaker after dis¬ 
appearing for long stretches of 
the series, while Artest har¬ 
nessed his wildly inconsistent 
jumper and hit three 3-pointers. 

"We want to carry every¬ 
thing we did tonight to 
(Game 7), and then I think 
we’ll be in a very good place 
to win," Gasol said. "When 
you bring the intensity we did 
tonight, good things are 
going to happen." 

With first lady Michelle 
Obama watching from a lux¬ 
ury box, the Lakers were on 
their best behavior — and the 
Celtics responded terribly to 
the chance to clinch a title. 

Paul Pierce scored 13 
points and Kevin Garnett 
added 12, but the Celtics' of¬ 
fense was a jumbled, stand- 
around mess. Raj on Rondo, 
the late-game hero in 
Boston's last appearance in 
Los Angeles, got off to a 1- 
for-8 shooting start before 
finishing with 10 points and 
six assists. 

"I thought we'd play bet¬ 
ter, obviously," Boston coach 
Doc Rivers said. "I thought 
we were ready. ... We played 
an individual game tonight 
on both ends. We never gave 
ourselves an opportunity of¬ 
fensively, because we never 
trusted each other. Everybody 
was out to make their own 
place." 


LOS ANGELES - Boston 
center Kendrick Perkins' 
sprained right knee will keep 
him out of Game 7 of the 
NBA finals. 

Celtics coach Doc Rivers 
confirmed Wednesday that his 
starting center won't play in 
the season finale against the 
Los Angeles Lakers on Thurs¬ 
day night, dealing a blow to 
Boston's hopes of winning its 
18th championship. 

Perkins was hurt midway 
through the first quarter of 


Boston's 89-67 loss in Game 
6 on Tuesday night when he 
landed awkwardly after bat¬ 
tling under the hoop with 
Lakers center Andrew 
Bynum.

Chile beat Honduras to end re^kl^on^do’s yeiTow 
48-year wait

NELSPRUIT, South Africa - 
Chile ended their 48-year 
wait for a World Cup victory 
by beating Honduras 1-0 with 
a fortunate goal in the Group 
H opener on Wednesday. 

Winger Jean Beausejour 
was credited with the winner 
in yet another low scoring 
match that hardly set the 
pulses racing, finding himself 
on the end a slick attack in 


the 34th minute. 

Playmaker Matias Fernan¬ 
dez started the move by split¬ 
ting the defence with a 
delightful pass to release 
Mauricio Isla down the right. 
His cross was met at the near 
post by Honduras defender 
Sergio Mendoza, with 
Beausejour in close atten¬ 
dance. 

Mendoza tried to clear the 


ball but only managed to hit 
the back of the Chilean with 
the rebound nestling in the 
net. 

It was a fortunate goal but 
Chile deserved their win and 
almost added a second in the 
64th when a close range div¬ 
ing header from centre-back 
Waldo Ponce produced a bril¬ 
liant reaction save from Noel 
Valladares. 

Despite their dominance, 
the South Americans strug¬ 
gled to kill the game off 
which will concern coach 
Marcelo Bielsa, whose side 
will face stiffer challenges 
from Switzerland and Spain. 

The Chileans have now 
conceded only one goal in 
their last seven matches, be¬ 
lying their reputation as a 
side whose strengths lie 
solely in attack. 

“To be honest it was pretty 
easy,” said Beausejour, when 
asked about the way his side 
had defended. “Things didn’t 
get very complicated at the 
back and there weren’t too 
many problems in clearing 
the ball.” 

Chile’s victory came 48 
years to the day after they last 
won a World Cup match—a 
1-0 win in a third-place play¬ 
off against Yugoslavia on 
home soil in 1962. 

This is the fifth World Cup 
they have been to since and in 
the previous four they played 
13 matches without a win. 

Honduras are still looking 
for their first World Cup vic¬ 
tory. This is only their second 
appearance at the finals, their 
first ending without a win in 
1982. 


MAGALIESBURG, South 
Africa — Portugal has ap¬ 
pealed against the yellow 
card shown to Cristiano 
Ronaldo against Ivory Coast.

Wednesday over European 
champion and tournament fa¬ 
vorite Spain. 

The loss ended Spain’s run 
of 12 straight wins and 
handed the Spanish just their 
second loss in 50 games—the 
other was to the United States 
at the Confederations Cup in 
South Africa last year. 

It also provided a thrill at 
a tournament that has seen 
few surprises and just 25 
goals after the first game for 
all 32 teams. 

“To be fair, I’m not used to 
scoring goals, so I was a bit 
surprised,” said Fernandes, 
who got just his second in in¬ 
ternational play. “It was a bit 
of luck.” 

And tenacity. Eren 
Derdiyok created Switzer¬ 
land’s big chance in the 52nd 
minute by surging through 
the center of Spain’s defense 
and rounding Iker Casillas. 
Gerard Pique’s desperate 
tackle stopped Derdiyok, but 
Fernandes pounced on the 
loose ball and forced it into 
the net. 

“It’s just a special mo¬ 
ment,” he said. 

Spain badly outshot the 
Swiss and held the ball 63 
percent of the time, but could 
find no way through Switzer¬ 
land’s determined defense. 

“Today wasn’t our day,” 
Spain coach Vicente del 
Bosque said. “We have two 
games ahead of us. We have 
to find a way to win them.” 

It won’t be a gimme. Well- 
regarded Chile beat Hon¬ 
duras 1-0 in the other Group 
H opener Wednesday. 

The win was Switzer¬ 
land’s first over Spain. 

Diego Forlan scored two 
goals to help give Uruguay a 
3-0 victory over South Africa 
on Wednesday and push the 
World Cup host team closer 
to becoming the first to go 
out in the first round. 

Forlan first scored from a 
deflected 25-meter (yard) 
shot in the 24th minute and 
converted a penalty in the 
80th to give Uruguay its first 
World Cup victory since a 
group game at the 1990 com¬ 
petition. 

“Obviously, as a forward I 
like to score goals, but the 
important thing is to win,” 
Forlan said. “The team is 
good. We also played well 
against France. We’re very 


solid.” 

Alvaro Pereira added the 
third goal in injury time, 
heading the ball off his knee 
and into the net from Luis 
Suarez’s cross. 

Uruguay has four points 
from two games in Group A 
and is closing in on a spot in 
the next round, while South 
Africa has one and needs to 
beat France on Tuesday to 
have any chance of staying in 
the competition. 

“Everything will be de¬ 
cided in the last game,” South 
Africa coach Carlos Alberto 
Parreira said. 

South Africa goalkeeper 
Itumeleng Khune was sent 
off by referee Massimo 


Busacca for giving away the 
penalty when he tripped 
Suarez in the area in the 
79th. 

“I haven’t seen it properly 
because there were players in 
front of me,” Parreira said. 
“But the players are annoyed, 
very disappointed. Everyone 
said it was the worst referee 
so far. He was giving yellow 
cards that weren’t yellow 
cards. 

“He doesn’t deserve to be 
here.” 

For South Africa, it was a 
grim reminder that sheer en¬ 
thusiasm doesn’t match up to 
well-organized play from a 
vastly more experienced 
football nation.
